Summary of Pews from the Fav Cast. 


RETURN OF THE YANG-TSZE EXPEDITION TO 
SHANGHAI. 


The Coromandel, bearing the flag of Admiral Sir James 
Hope, K.C.B, with the Cooper and Atalante, have returned 
from the expedition up the Yang-tsze, H.M.S. Snake was left 
at Hankow, the Havock at Kiu-Kiang, the Centaur at Nanking, 
and the Banterer at Chin-kiang. Mr. Parkes, who remained to 
settle some details at the different ports in his way down, 
arrived here in the Bouncer on the 5th April. 


A very long and important letter in the North China 
Herald gives us varied and minute details of the expedition 
up to the latest date. From this letter we shall transfer 
to our columns every point of information likely to prove in- 
teresting to our readers. Hankow, which will, probably, ere 
long, become a great emporium of British trade, stands 
on the junction of the two rivers Yang-tsze and Seyang. 
The latter river is crowded with every kind of sailing craft. 
The main objection to Hankow as a trading city arises from 
the lowness of its position, From July to September the 
whole of the neighbouring country is under water, and about 
every fourth year the rivers rise so high that “many of the 
inhabitants have to take refuge in the upper stories of their 
houses, and the poor in lower houses find such shelter as 
best they may upon the few narrow hills in the neighbour- 
hood.” The aspect of Hankow is striking. The streets are nume- 


7oas aad ir the vest Cnimese style, and a thoroughly busi- 


ness-like air pervades the place. British cotton manufac- 
tures of all Finds are sent here from Canton and Shanghai. 
In woollen cloths it is expected that we shall encounter a 
strong opposition in the two great companies which monopolise 
the Russian trade. The route for this traffic is up the 
Seyang River for about 300 miles to Seyang, which is the 
great port for trans-shipment for Tien-tsin and Peking. The 
country trade in Hankow is enormous, and there is uo idle 
population, Many of the merchants’ families reside at Woo- 
chang-foo, a walled city surrounded by fine ranges of hills, 
some of which are 2,000 feet in height. 


On the 13th March Admiral Hope proceeded on an excur- 
sion up the river, as far as the Tung-ting Lake, which is 160 
miles above Hankow. Yoh-Chow, at the mouth of the lake, 
was once a flourishing city ; but it has been, in great measure, 
destroyed by the insurgents. Jt is in the midst of large tea- 
growing districts, but the most important place seems to be 
Siangtan, some distance down the river of the same name, 
running from the south, where teas are collected for manipula- 
tion and packing for foreign markets. It has been in commu- 
nication with Canton, but the dealers say they would, of course, 
come to Hankow were that place open as a foreign depot. 
Great Kishan, a hill on which a small quantity of tea is grown 
for the Emperor's own use, is to the south of the lake. ‘The 
price for it is said to be 6,400 cash per catty—about twenty 
sbillings a pound—but it is not to be had for money. Changteh, 
a short distance up a river on the west of the lake, and Chang- 
shan on the east, aro subsidiary ports to Siang-tan; Sinte, on 











the left bank of the river, is also a place of activity and 
importance, 
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During the short time that the expedition remained at Han- 
kow a report was spread thut the rebels were approaching, 
The scene became oue of complete panic and confusion, Every. 
body was eager to escape from the city, aud two days after the 
alarm had becn given almost the whole fleet of junks had dis- 
appeared, and the streets lately #0 full of life were desorted 
save by a fow stragglers and coolies. It is this constant fear of 
attacks which bids fair in some measure to counteract the advan- 
tages we expect to derive from a wider intercourse with China. 
In the present instance the Imperialists acted promptly and vigor- 
ously in their endeavours to restore order. No fact of noticeable 
importance is related on the return of the expedition, which 
reached Shanghai on the 20th of March, having been forty- 
nine days up the river, We need scarcely say how much this 
expedition is indebted to the ability and energy of Mr. Parkes, 
who, undaunted by the perils and sufferings he had undergone 
at Peking, has been as active as ever in his endeavours to pro- 
mote the interests of his country. Mr. Parkes has now left 
Shanghai for Peking, but it seems uncertain what position he 
will ultimatcly hold in China, the Consulship at Shanghai, to 
which he was officially appointed, not having been yet , filled 
by him, owing to his services being in demand at so many 
places. The fears entertained with regard to the navigation 
of the Yang-tsze have been entirely removed by this explora- 
tion of the river; and there can be no doubt that the steam 
companies now forming for the purpose of establishing regular 
communication with the different ports have every prospect of 
success. We may mention, in conclusion, that an expedition 
under Commodore Stribbling will shortly proceed up the Yang- 
beret to make arrangements for the carrying on of the American 
trade. 





REPORT TO THE SHANGHAI CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 
Suancuat, 30th March, 1861. 

S1a,—We hare the honour to transmit to you, for the information of 
the Chamber of Commerce, our report on the voyage which we have just 
completed up the Yang-tsze river as far as Hankow, dividing our remarks 
under separate heads. 

1. Tug NavicATION oF THE YANo-T6zE.— The chief difficulties are 
below Nanking, and the most critical part of the river is the Lanshan 
crossing, forty-two miles from Woosung, where the channel is crossed 
from the southem to the northern side of the broad bed of the river. A 
small staff of permanent pilots will probably be required for this portion 
of it, Beyond Nanking it is quite possible to make the way up to Han- 
kow by aid of the chart and sailing directions alone; but as strangers, 
especially such as are unused to river navigation, would be very likely to 
fall into inistakes, we would recommend that pilots should be taken by 
masters of vessels until they shall have made themselves personally 
acquainted with the landmarks. 

At this season the current is moderate. It has not been found to ex- 
ceed at any place 3} knots an hour, and the average is about 2. The 
waters, however, begin to rise early in the year, and by July or August

‘Wehare had no means of obtaining any specific information regarding the 
effect of this rise on the force of the current ; but, from all we can hear, 
there is no season in which junks cannot ascend, aided, no doubt, by the 
favourable winds which blow steadily during the summer. 

‘Local pilots might be of essential service in taking vessels through 
channels where sufficient water might be found, without meeting the full 
force of the stream.

It remains to be seen how far these evils can be mitigated by foreign 
influence. The present design of the Taepings seems to be to seize all. 
places where British settlements have been made, to enforce the recognition. 
of their pretensions, 

4. Kru-KIANG AND Houxow.—Both these places were visited and ex- 
amined with regard to their capacities for the site of the second new port 
onthe Yang.tsze. The latter is just at the mouth of the Poyang Lake,. 
but the place is amall, and the steepness of the hills on which it t built 
gives no space for the requirements of a trading depot, while, on the op- 
posite shore, the alluvial soil is liable to be flooded in the summer. It is 
not, nor has it ever been, a place of trade. 

Kiu-kiang has always been a port of some consequence, though even 
before it was devastated by the rebels it was somewhat on the decline. 
Both equally command, practically, the navigation of the Poyang Lake. 

Into this lake fall numerous navigable streams, running through the. 
rich Black ‘Tea districts to the westward : the rivers Fu and Kan, which 
run through Kiang-si from the neighbourhood of the Mei-ling pass, the- 
great high road to Canton, and what, under existing circumstances, is. 
more important than all, the rivers flowing from the eastward are con- 
nected by canals with the creeks traversing Fychow, Moyune, and, in 
short, the whole of the Green Tea districts, which are thus as accessible- 
from this lake as from Souchow and Shanghai. It is, in short, a centre of 
@ most extensive aud important network of river and canal communica 
tion, brought to a very high state of perfection by the Chinese in more 
prosperous times, 

¢ chief commercial city on it is Woochow (or Woochin) on the 
western side. The dealers speak of this as of another Souchow; and 
those who visited it describe-it as exhibiting every sign of prosperity, 
Nanchang, the provincial capital, is not spoken of as a place of much. 
mportance. 

‘he partial running survey of the lake shows that it is generally shal- 
low, but the bed of the river running through it is sufficiently deep, but 
so narrow, that it would not be easy to navigate vessels of any size. 

As regards the goods italy be in demand here, we need only say 
that all that the Green Tea dealers have hitherto taken from Shanghai 
they would equally be able to take from Kiu-kiang, where these districts 
approached from the latter instead of the former port. The dealers 
speak very confidentially of being able to bring teas to Kiu-kiang, not- 
withstanding the presence of the rebels in the districts, saying that they 
“know the roads,” and it is obviously very unlikely that an irregular force 
could cut off communication with places to be approached from so many 
different directions, though we have most ample testimony that the pre- 
sence of these rebels most grievously impoverished and depopulates the 
districts which are subjected to their visitations.

Hang-ang is a place of no importance, 
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Our reception has been entirely satisfactory. ‘The Treaty of Tien-tain 
has been duly published, and supported by other proclamations. The 
dealers were free in giving information, and were looking forward to a 

id extension of their trade in the coming season. 

‘You will already have heard that these three places were deserted on 
the 19th and 20th inst., on an alarm consequent on the advance of a rebel 
army to Hwang-chow, within forty-five miles of Hankow, on the same— 
the left or northern—bank of the river. The abandonment was most com- 
plete: not a house or a shop was open, and it became equally impossible 
to purchase goods to check quotations, ortopursue inquiries upon any sub- 
ject of doubt or interest. 

This most sudden and unexpected change will account in some measure 
for the deficiencies of the following portion of our report, which in all 
matters of detail refers to a state of affairs, which, at least for the present, 
has completely pasced away. The last reports are up to the moraing of 
the 22nd inst. The measures taken by the authorities for the protection 
of the deserted property seemed sufficient to secure it from plunder by 
local robbers, but no confidence can be restored while it is threatened by 
an insurgent army. 

A. Connency.—It is impossible to get exact and reliable informa 
tion without entering into actual transactions, but we believe 100 tacls 
sycee in Hankow will give 103 to 108.3 in Shanghai taels. So many 

ifferent accounts are given of the way in which this is made up that we 
cannot venture to put forward any explanation, Some even make the out- 
turn less by about I per cent. ‘The sudden flight prevented any of the 
Party securing a set of bllion scales. 

should it appear when business is resumed that different methods are 
used, we would strongly recommend the first residents to insist on one uni- 
form scale for transactions in foreign commodities. 

B.—Wercnts and Measunes are as in Shanghai and Canton, ‘The 
Che, or foot of 14 inches, is in common use, and woollen goods are re- 
tailed by it.

‘We do not hear of any green tea grown in this direction ; nor is any tea 
grown in the vast alluvial plains about Hankow, nor as far as we could 
hear or observe in the isolated hills rising up above them. 

We can afford no special information about avy field which can be re- 
garded as actually new to the European trade in this or any other branch of 
commerce, though there can be no doubt that a rapid expansion will be 
the result of our free intercourse with Hankow, if it be not crippled by the 
operations of the insurgent army. 

‘M.—Ortum—Native drug is so much cheaper than Indian that it 
commands the market, There are three kinds, viz. :— 

Szetn, grown in Shan si and Shensi, is yery strong, but not liked, 
worth 25 taels; Nantu, grown in Kwei-chau and Yunnan, 23 taels, and 
Chuentu, grown in Sz-chuen, 20.6 taels per 100 taels weight, about 8} 
Ibs. avoirdupois ; but owing to the sudden panic we were unable to get 
the exact weight by a known scale. 

Malwa is worth 20 to 21 taels per bag of three catties, but the high 
price checks the sale. 

Patna is not appreciated. 

Of the native produce the Nantu is most liked, and some say is also most 
largely used, while other reports state that the lower price of Chuentu se- 
cures for it the larger sale. 

We are told also that the Nantu gives 60 per cent. of extract used 
for smoking, Chuentu, 70, and Malwa, 75, but have no means of veri- 
fying the statement. 

.—Native Paopucrs.— Iron is largely produced, but the quotations 
obtained differ very widely, and owing to the sudden exodus of all 
those who could give explanation, are now quite inexplicable. Rough 
iron in small bars or “pigs” was variously rated at 1¢ to 3 taels per 
piel.” Steel at 9 to 18 acle per picul. Lead from Sz-chuen was 
quoted 5} to 74 taels, copper from the same quarter, 23 to 29 taels, and 
white copper at 42 tacls, It likewise supplies sugar, quoted here at 4 
taels for brown up to 6} for very good white, and candy at 8] taels; 
all apparently from the cane. 

Excellent vegetable tallow is to be had at 3.9 to 4.5 tacls per picul, 
but we could not ascortain in what quantities. Flax of superior q 
is abundant, and is largely made into cordage of a very good descrip- 
tion. 

The manufacture and consumption of oils also is very extensive, A 
large trade is done with Canton in the produce and manufactures of the 
south of China. The fubrics of the unfortunate city of Souchow were 
common in the shops. Merchandise of the most various kinds and from 
all quarters of China were to be found in this so lately flourishing port, 
and the loss entailed by its abandonment must be felt throughout the 
whole empire. 

It is to be apprehended that the expected advance of the rebels west- 
ward along the south bank of the Yang-tsze, may seriously affect the trade 
with Canton; and we cannot conclude our report without expressing our 
strong opinion that this movement can in no just sense be considered 
polite, still less patriotic or constructive, but unhappily in the present 

lamentably weak and corrupt state of the Imperial Government it is im- 
possible to foresee how far the ruin, desolation, and actual depopulation 
which have hitherto marked the coun of the Taiping rebellion may be 
extended, or how long the advantages reasonably expected from the open- 
ing of the Yang-tsze may be counteracted by the anarchy and cisarganisa 
tion which entail such dire evils on all classes of society inthe Chinese 
Empire.

We had no means of checking these quotations of produce, nor of as- 
certaining whether the picul by which they were sold contained more or 
Yess than 100 catties. Discounts amounting to a very heavy percentage 
are allowed on some articles, but of these, owing to the fight on the 19th, 
we could obtain no reliable information. 


JAPAN, 

There is no intelligence of any consequence. The British 
and French Ministers were installed at Yedo, and busincss was 
recovering slowly from the late untoward events. At Nagasaki 
the new godowns and residences of the foreign community 
were progressing, and the import and export trade increasing. 
The following appears in the Daily Press :— 

The gold, silver, and copper mines of Japan are a monopoly 
of the Government, and they never get out more copper than 
is wanted for local consumption, and only occasionally does a 
surplus exist for export. The coal mines are owned partly by 
the Government and partly by wealthy individuals, and there 
exist uo appliances for working the coal mines to any great 
depth. 

The tea districts are extensive, and the production could be 
increased to any extent if foreign demand required it. Among 
the Japanese, for their own use, green tea has the preference. 

Rice is abundantly cultivated in all parts of Japan, and forms 
the chief article of food. The export is prohibited under the 
belicf that a large export, such as would be likely to occur, 
would advance price, and thus operate oppressively on the 
common people. 

As to the production of raw silk, as with tea, the production 
could be largely increased if trade with other nations re- 
quired it. 





CHINA. 
TLEN-TSIN, 

Dates from Tien-tsin ara to 30th March, brought down by 
H.MS, Ringdove. Mr. Bruce left for Peking on the 22nd with 
a small escort, and Mons. and Madame Bourboulon had gone 
there also, The Emperor was oxpected from Zehol on the 29th. 

The rebels were said to be about 300 or 400 miles from 
Tien-tsin, but not much fear was manifested by the people, who 
relied upon the fact of a large Imperial army being between 
the insurgents and them. The inland traders had not yet 
come forward, and were not expected for ten or fifteen days ; 
consequently but little business was doing. There had been 
very little rain during the past two months, and the ground 
was very dry, the weather very fine, warm and fresh by day, 
but still cold at night. It, however, has undergone some sharp 
changes; on the 13th ultimo there were twenty-six miles of 
the river frozen below Tien-tsin, on the 14th it broke up, and 
on the 16th the weather was so mild that the peasants were 
stripped to the waist working in the fields, The races were to 
come off on the 3rd inst. _It is not likely that the troops will 
leave till next autumn, and it appears the Chinese authorities 


———s 
are now rather anxious for their continuance there to overawe 
the rebels on the Yellow River. H.MS. Reynard, which left 
Shanghae on the 22nd March, arrived on 27th. The firm of 
Messrs. Grant, Mellon, and Co. had been established for com- 
mission business. 

Vessels in the Peiho were the Louis, Alma, Sterling, Eamont, 
and the Martha and Emily ; the two latter vessels had cleared 
from Tien-tsin, the one for Canton and the other with ice for 
Hong-Kong. 

A letter, dated 14th March, in the Hong Kong Register, says : 
—Our mails up to the 26th December have at last been re- 
ceived, via Chefoo, and that of the 10th January is reported to 
be now at Taku. The ice on the coast broke up about the 1st, 
and n the river at Ticn-tsin on the 12th. It sect in on tho 
20th December, so we have had nearly three months of it. The 
thermometer in December ranged from 45 to 5; in January, 34 
to 3 below Zero ; in February, 35 to 4 below Zero. 





CHEE-FOO. 

Dates from this port aro to the 1st April. There was some 
demand amongst the Chinese for foreign goods, and every proa- 
pect of a brisk trade springing up. The merchants and capi- 
talists were however rather nervous in consequence of the posi- 
tion of the Honan rebels, who have formed a coalition with and 
sworn allegiance to the Taiping insurgents, and have advanced 
as far as Tse-nang-foo a large and rich town lying at a right 
augle between Peking and Che-foo, and about equi-distant from 
those places. Their most probable intention is to work their 
way northward to Tien-tsin and from thence to Peking : failing 
in that they may file off to the eastward on Cheefoo. Certain 
it is that they are in the ascendancy in those parts. Sangko- 
linsin is in tho field against them, but has been defeated on 
several occasions, and by last accounts is gradually giving way. 

NANKING, 

A blasphemous proclamation has been issued by the rebel 
king for the protection of foreigners, We subjoin only a portion 
of it. 

PROCLAMATION FROM TEEN WAN. 

Chum—(equal to the royal We) proclaim to nephew Ho, ze. 
the Western King, and nephew Fuk ; the brother Yuk, ie. Ying 
Wang; the brother Sew, ze. Chung Wang ; the brother Ngen, 
ie. Tsan Wang ; nephew Yung ; the brother Hien, i.e. Shi Wang ; 
the brother Poo, ze. poo Wang; the brother Chong, 7.2. Chong 
Wang; nephew Wang, with the officers of the army of the five 
highest degrees ; the general who protects tho city ; the direc- 
tor and assistant directors of the six boards ; foreign merchants 
in and out of China, with the whole world, forming one family ; 
one body politic, with all officers and peoples that they may 
know. The foreign merchants engaged in trade are to be 
looked upon as brethren. Any who disorderly kill foreigners 
shall certainly pay the forfeit of their lives. Ye nephews and 
others respectfully regard the law without screening, forbearing, 
partiality. In a former proclamation, We gave foreign trans- 
gressors into the hands of the Leng-chow (i. Minister of Fo- 
reign Affairs), together with the Consuls to be judged in the 
premises, and after judicial consultation and decision, to request 
our final confirmation. One body politic should exercise bene- 
volent harmony for ten thousand years. 

Now We proclaim the additional establishment of a Mandarin 
Judge, who, together with the Minister of Foreign Affairs, shall 
manage the cases of foreign transgressors, Let the foreigners 
publicly recommend a candidate for the office of judge, avoiding 
partiality, and invite us to confer the office and seal on, him. 

The Sire {nd Brother (meaning God the Father, and Christ), 
myself, and son, are the great united Lord over the family of 
man, dispensing benevolence and love throughout. Let each 
country appoint its own official Consul, to unite with the Leng- 
chow Minister in managing the concerns of foreign merchants ; 





besides whom let them publicly recommend a just, upright, un- 
selfish man to become the official Judge, Without distinction 
of nations, as to the recommendation, it is altogether desirable 
that he should be upright, straightforward, good, and true. 
One who will not help the Imperialists should be put into this 
office. The said officers, together with the Leng-chow Misister 
and Judge, shall decide upon each case of all foreign affairs, 
and then request our ultimate confirmation of their decision. 

Let the officers of the civil service obey this proclamation, 
and prepare a seal for the Leng-chow Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs received into the nobility of heavenly righteousness ; also 
a seal for the Official Judge, ze, the Lieutenant Minister, and 
each of the Consuls, : 
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Christ’s sacred decrees say, “Be publicly sincere ; not 
privately selfish.” Regard this. 

Of this proclamation print many and circulate them every- 
where, even among the western foreigners. Regard this. 

As Lord, it is not proper for us to attend to ordinary affairs; 
nephews and others addressed will henceforward obey injunc- 
tions. Exert yourselves-in all matters, uniting in consultation 
to bring them to decision, and report the same to the young 
Lord for ultimate confirmation. Observe this. 

The following letter addressed by the Rev. I. J. Roberts to 
the editor of the North China Herald, contains, in answer to 
the queries of a correspondent, the view which he has formed 
of the rebels, after long intimacy with them :— 

Question: What is their (the revolutionists’) government ? 

Answer: Martial law, as far as I have yet been able to dis- 
cover from common observation. They have lately issued a 
law book, but I am sorry to say I have not had time to 
read it. Iam studying the Nanking dialect, and that keeps 
me rather busy. 

Question: Do the people, the better classes, accept their 
rale? 

Answer: They simply have the choice between doing so, or 
Yielding up their heads. And of two evils (should they think 
their rule such), of course they would choose the least; and 
without venturing to grumble, submit to their rule. 

Question : Will you state what seems to you their present 
position ? 

Answer,—This is rather an intangible question to work out. 
It seems to me—1. That Nanking is secure against imperial 
attack, without foreign assistance ; this is the first and founda- 
tion position, 2. That they are yet in a revolutionary state, 
without any treaty relations with foreign nations, or other go- 
vernment than comes under martial law. This is their political 
position, 3, They worship God daily under the name of 
Heavenly Father Shangti, and heavenly elder brother Christ, 
but not according to New Testament usages. They have no 
regular immersion or Lord’s Supper; and the doxology and 
hymn which I taught Hung Siu-taiuen when he was with me at 
Canton in 1847, I fear they are using (some of them at least) 
as the Jews did Moses’s serpent, worshipping them formally in- 
stead of the God whom they praise, They are at any rate now 
sung I presume by millions every day. This is their religious 
position. And now, our position is to stand still and see the 
glory of God. We cannot control this matter. We can ouly 
pray that God will overrule it for good. 


SHANGHAI. 

The report of the Inspectors of Customs for the half-year 
ending December 31, 1860, has been issued, from which it 
appeara that the foreign imports from all parts have been of 
the value of £5,063,250 for goneral cargo, £2,866,580 for 
treasure, and £2,722,250 for opium; and of exports, 
£6,040,120 for general cargo, and £139,300 for treasure. 
The duties paid on imports amount to £62,000, and on exports 
£150,000. 

The three travellers who accompanied the expedition up the 
Yang-tsze, with the view of proceeding overland to British 
India, have received such substantial assistance from the 
Chinese authorities, that they will have fewer difficulties to 
contend with than anticipated. 

In compliance with the 13th article of the French Treaty, a 
proclamation has appeared, that all restrictions on Chinese 
subjects embracing the Roman Catholic religion within this 
province are cancelled, and that protection will be given to 
their converts, 

¥00-CHOW. 

A correspondent of the China Mail writes :— 

“Our foreign community is rather dissatisfied at the incoming

The Hartford, U.S. steamer arrived at Swatow, from Hong 
Kong on the 3rd April, and was to remain a few days. The 
Cockchafer is lying off the town, instead of at Double Island, 

The Acting U.S. Consul has now a permanent residence in the 
town, and the English Consul has taken lodgings there in 
a Chinese merchant's house, so that the flags of the two coun- 
tries are flying over a place where six months ago it was not 
considered safe for a foreigner to be seen. 

It is reported that it will not be long before the whole com- 
munity remove thither. Thus the extra 5c. per package now 
paid for conveyance to Double Island will be saved to the mer- 
chant, and trade at the port take a fresh start. 

It is reported that the Commissioner of Customs is about to 
transfer his office from Double Island to Swatow. 

HONG KONG. 

The following emigrants have been despatched by the British 
West India Agency from December 1860, to April 1861. The 
depots at Canton, under the charge of Mr. Austin, are now closed 
during the south-west monsoon, and will re-open in October: 
The last ship cleared was the Whirlwind, for Demerara, on the 
7th of April, and Dr. T. A. Chaldecott, of Hong Kong, has 
proceeded in her in medical charge. Mrs. Chaldecott and child 
have also taken passage in the Whirlwind, 

The China Mail and Daily Press have noticed at length the 
letters of Mr. Macdonald, which appeared in the London Daily 
News. The former is full of praise, and the latter of condemna- 
tion. . 

No progress has been made in the Caldwell case, owing to 
the sickness of two members of the council. 

The Hong Kong Register has again changed hands, and is 
now possessed by Messrs. Brown and Jeffery. Mr. Robert 
Strachan, the late proprietor, proceeds to England shortly with 
Mrs, Strachan. 

The Daily Press affirms that Mr. M.C. Morrison, while on 
his way from Chefoo to Tien-tsin, was taken prisoner by San- 
ko-lin-sin’s forces, and kept in durance for some weeks, on the 
ground that he had been consorting with the rebels. The 
journal adds that he was well treated during his imprison- 
ment. 

The American steamer Fire Dart had sailed for Shanghai. 

Mr. Henry Caldwell, late of Singapore, has joined Mr. Owen, 
and succeeds to the business of Dr. Bridges, Burnster, &c. 

Mr. Turner holds the office of Registrar-General, vice D, R. 
Caldwell. 

We have received the following from a correspondent :— 

“Affairs in the North and Japan are going on quietly. 
Admiral Hope has just gone to the former place in the 
Scout, to pay a flying visit to Mr. Bruce at Tien-tsin, after 
which he returns back here, and hoists his flag in the Jm- 
perieuse, Admiral Jones changing his to the Chesapeake, and 
taking that ship to England. They expect to start about the 
middle of May. The captains of those two ships do not 
change, I believe, but remain in their ships. Commander 
Gibson, of the Chesapeake, remains out here. The expedition 
up the Yang-tsze was very successful. The rebels had pro- 
mised not to molest foreign vessels trading up there with 
passes from our consul at Shanghai. Centurion is left to 
look out off Nanking. Zxcounter and Vulcan, with Pioneer, 
are at Japan ; Odin off Peiho. Pearl goes to lay in the Can- 
ton river, relieving the Simoon, which ship takes the 2lst 
Madras Regiment from here on to Penang and Singapore, taking 
others on from there to India. Sphinz, just come out of dock 
at Whampoa, goes up to lay as senior officer at Shanghai, re- 
lieving the Urgent, which ship takes the Loudoniah regiment 
from there on to India The 60th Rifles are under orders 
for England. The weathor for these last two weeks, until to- 
day, has been very bad, raining and blowing constautly—the 
breaking up of the monsoon. F 

“Everyone out here was very much disgusted at the very 
shabby promotions given to the navy for the campaign. Cer- 
tainly it was a very bad compliment to Admiral Hope, and a 
very very bad reward for all their toil and starving day and 
night for months, 

From a recent Gazette we learn that Government supports 
ten schools in the city or suburbs, and ten in the villages on 
the island—the number of pupils educated being 902 boys and 
46 girls. 
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CANTON. 

The following paragraphs of news are extracted from the 
Friend of China :—The great cricket match between “all 
Hong Kong” and the “Canton Garrison” came off on the 
2nd of April. This was followed by the races, on the 5th 
and Gth of the same month. 

A party, consisting of eight officers and eight mounted po- 
lice, were to leave Canton on the evening of the 8th April, on 
a weck’s expedition into the country, and there was every 
prospect of their having @ fine patrol, the weather having just 
changed to something quite cool. The Commissioner, Major 
Dowbiggin, heads the expedition, which also includes an officer 
of Engineers to map the route. Tsing-yu-an on the North 
river will probably be the terminating point of the journey— 
a city which has never been visited by Europeans, 

The overland expedition from Cantonto Hankow would start 
on the 14th April. The four gentlemen composing it are: Dr. 
Dickson, Mr, Thorburn (of Messrs. Turner and Co.), Rev. W.R. 
Beach, and Mr. S, W. Bonny. Their proposed route is, to go 
by boat to the Meiling Pass, cross the mountain in chairs, 
and then take the river down to Hankow. From Hankow they 
will return to Hong Kong bysea. They expect to bo absent 
about six weeks or two months. 





COCHIN CHINA, 

By H.IMJs steamer Granada dates from Saigon are to the 
14th of March, and it is stated that “ the outer forts of Mito 
are already in possession of the French, and reinforcements 
having been sent, the fall of that very important place for rice 
may be hourly expected. In the meantime great quantities of 
cash have been sent thither; but as these, under existing cir- 
cumstances, lessen the quantity in Saigon, the value thereof 
was considerably increased, to which fact the present very ex- 
treme rates for rice may be said to be also attributable to a 
arge degree.” Rice was quoted §2 10c, New Benaresopium, 
$1,300. The French schooner Magenta, bound to Hong Kong 
sunk at Cape St. James while at anchor. 





MALACCA STRAITS. 
SINGAPORE, 

A shock of an carthquake was felt on thé 7th April. 

The late high sheriff's coach was attacked one evening by a 
buffalo. The beast butted and followed the vehicle for a con- 
siderable distance. 

Captain Ames has been appointed Deputy Commissioner of 
Police, 

The Resident Councillor of Malacca has been violently at- 
tacked by a Malay while visiting an outpost. The man is se- 
cured, and will take his trial at the next criminal session. 

The City of Nantes has arrived from England, and sailed for 
Bangkok, on the 10th April with the usual mails. 

The Rajah of Tringaun proceeded to Mecca, on the 9th April, 
in the mail steamer, accompanied by several followers. 

A notification has been issued by the French Consul, an- 
nouncing that the whole coast of Cochin China ie blockaded, 
and Saigon is the only prot open. 

The L’ioneer, 426 tous, has been sold at Bangkok for $30,000. 

A supplementary charter has settled the long vexed question 
regarding the disposal of the fees received by the officers of 
Her Majesty’s Courts of Judicature ; they are in future to be 
paid over to Government and the sheriffs, coroners, registrars, 
&e,, are to receive fixed salaries in licu thereof. Two pro- 
posed Legislative enactments attract some attention. The first 
is a ‘ Bill to Extend the Provisions of Act 1 of 1859” (for the 
amen dient of the law relating to merchant seamen) ; and the 
other is a “Bill to Regulate the Occupation of Land in the 
Settlement of Malacca.” The first is objected to on the grounds 
that it will entail additional labour on the Courts of Judica- 
ture. This is to be deplored ; but the power to remove masters 
and mates of ships possessing certificates from the Board of 
Trade, when convicted of bad conduct, has been long felt in 
the Straits Settlements, avd we consider the Bill will confer a 
great benefit on the public. No objections have been offered to 
the second Bill. 

The Singapore Free Press of the 4th April extracts an article 
from the Friend of India, of the 14th March, on the Straits 
Settlements, and writes a whole column in condemnation of 
the opinions set forth by his contemporary of Serampore. We 
think the Friend has made out a strong case in favour of the 
transfer of the Settlements to the Colonial Office. It is true 
that they have not benefited India much; but they have the 





world at large, and therefore, as we have observed before, they 
are peculiarly marked out for imperial protection. The Friend 
agrees with us in much we have said on the subject, especially 
with reference to adding Labuan and Sarawak to the colory, and 
electing such a man es Sir James Brooke the first governor 
under the new régime, He also agrees with us in making the 
Lieutenant-Govemors more independent, so as to leave the 
Governor free “ to arrange our relations with the native powera, 
to visit all the settlements, and generally advance the interests 
of England in the Eastern Sea,” 

We have shown that the finances of the Straits are suffici- 
ently prosperous to justify the immediate transfer to the Colonial 
Office, and we think the inhabitants of the Settlements need be 
under no apprehensions as to the imposition of taxes so inge- 
niously suggested by the Friend of India in his splenetic humour. 

The Free Press has clearly shown the Friend to be in the 
wrong with regard to the Dutch Policy in Java, and other 
places. Mr. Money’s new book on Java will enlighten the editor 
of the Friend somewhat.

‘owing to the depressed rate of the produce trade in Europe and America, 
and contequently they are restricting their purchases of manufactures to 
actual wants, The comparative statement of “stocks made up to 
end of last month will show how much they have increased; and to 
them we must add the cargoes of four vessels which have arrived since it 
was made up.

Continental Kutelligences 


RUSSIA, 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Sr, Prrerszure, May 23. 

After a long and severe winter it is a satisfaction to be able 
to report that the navigation is at length open for the season, 
three screw steamers from Messina with fruit having come up 
to the city from Cronstadt on the 10th inst., which were fol- 
lowed the next day by more than twenty others, and this has 
tended not alittle to enliven our hitherto stagnant trade. 

There are all sorts of rumours in circulation here respecting 
the Emperor of China. Some say he has been seriously advised 
to remove his court and seat of government from Peking to 
Shen-si, in order to avoid returning to his humiliated capital, 
and to allow the British Envoy to reside there, as stipulated ia 
the Treaty, without the annoyance of being obliged to see him. 
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Another account says the Emperor intends shortly to pay a 
visit to Peking, give audiences to the foreign ambassadors, and 
then retire for the summer to his country palace“at Jehol, which 
is a considerable distance from Peking, and requires a whole 
week to perform the journey. 

An Imperial decreé in the Peking Gazette describes Prince 
Sankolinsin and his inferior officers as “ wanting in resources,” 
and requires them to reinstate their military reputation which 
they have forfeited by their unfortunate operations against the 
two hundred thousand Shantung rebels. The immediate 
reason assigned in the decree for its publication is a fresh defeat 
suffered by the prince from the victorious rebels. 

Letters from Kiachta report a further rise in the prices of tea, 
in consequence of the total fuilure of the crops in the northern 
provinces of China, and the general insecurity of the country. 
To this must be added that the payment of the war indemnity 
to France and England has greatly enhanced the value of silver, 
and induced the merchants to raise the price of tea 10 per cent., 
99 as to make the “red barbarians” pay withone hand what 
they are receiving with the other. 


The fears entertained in many quarters that the permission 
to import tea from China by sea would ruin the Russian land 
trade with Central Asia, and render nugatory the late Treaty 
with China, the acquisitionof the new territory, and the colonisa- 
tion of the Amoor district, on which so much labour and ex- 
pense and time have been spent—are by no means general, and 
appear to be promulgated by monopolists and supporters of the 
protective system at Kiachta and Moscow, who make a great cry 
and anticipate ruin, But the Emperor and the Government of 
this country were not to be thus frightened into abandoning a 
measure calculated to increase our relations with China, and 
open new channels of wealth and mercantile prosperity. In 
truth the danger to which tho tea trade is exposed by the 
new competition has been greatly exaggerated and purposely 
misrepresented. As a set-off for the expenses of the land con- 
veyance they have a countervailing duty of from seven to twelve 
roubles per pood, according to quality, in their favour ; and as 
long as the Suez Canal is not completed, the sea voyage must 
always be long and dangerous, involving many risks and ex- 
penses—such as insurance, collision, average, and salvage— 
from which the land traders are excmpt. But our tea mer- 
chants in this country, who have been accustomed hitherto to 
make money without avy trouble, must now bestir themselves, 
particularly as they obtain permission to postpone the payment, 
of the duty at the frontiers till the arrival of the teas at 
Nishky-Nowgorod and Moscow, aud the other principal marts 
for the article. Imay, perhaps, be allowed to give your readers 
a better insight of the case by the following figures. Let us 
say that two merchants at Shanghai buy each 50,000 poods of 
tea, costing a million of roubles. The one ships his tea in a 
sailing vessel at a freight of one rouble, whilst the other sends 
his by the land route at a cost of seven roubles; the first 
paying 50,000 roubles, and the latter 350,000 roubles, But 
on the arrival of the former by sea, the importer has to pay 
immediately 700,000 roubles for duty, whilst the other has 
only to pay 300,000 roubles, and then only on its arrival at 
the central mart, and not at the frontiers. It follows, then, 
that there is a differential duty of from six to ten roubles 
in favour of the overland route, and this has been fixed with 
due attention to the exigencies of the trade and the interests 
of that branch of commerce. The carriage from Kiachta to 
St. Petersburg costs six roubles per pood; and it is this city 
alone, that has to fear anything from tho compctition 
by importing tea by water. As I informed you in a 
former letter, the tea merchants of Kiachta have already shown 
@ laudable activity in getting up caravans of goods, accom- 
panied by their confidential and intelligent agents, to be sent 
into the interior of Eastern China and Mongolia, whilst the 
development of the trade with the western parts of China, 
Mongolia, Turkistan, Thibet, and the neighbouring districts is 
reserved for the enterprise and activity of the merchants of 
Moscow, Tula, Vladimir, and Kasan. I may here remark that 
the trade with China over the frontiers is not restricted to 
Kiachta, as was at first generally supposed, but according to 
the Chinese text of the Treaty, “to and from any other part 
of China, entering or departing by any other frontier town.” 

An alteration in the tariff of this country is in contempla- 
tion by which the import duty on sugar is to be considerably 
reduced. This has had a favourable effect on the sugar market, 
which is in consequence very firm,

The extension of the electric telegraph across Siberia to the Pacific 
Ocean has progressed so far during the past four years that at the com- 
mencement of 1861 the Russian Government had ordered the construction 
of linea extending 6,000 kilometres, 2,000 of them being in the country 
lately ceded to Russia by China—that is, along the shores of the Amour 
and Ussuri, from the town of Nicolaewsk, through Chabsrowska to the 
port of Nowgorod, the most southem point of the new Russian territories 
on the sea of Japan. The Minister of Marine is ordered to provide the 
fands necessary for the construction of these 2,000 kilometres. At the 
same time a line of telegraph has been commenced from Kasan in Europe 
to Siberia, During the present year there will be opened to the public a 
line of 2,000 kilometres, from in to Omsk in Siberia, and shortly 
afterwards this line will be extended 2,500 kilometres further to Irkoutsk. 
‘Thus, within two or three years, a network of telegraph lines will be ex- 
tended from Europe on the one side to Irkoutsk in Asia, and on the other 
the Russian possessions on the Amour and Ussuri will be put in commu- 
nication with the principal Russian ports on the sea of Japan. Of the 
whole distance, extimated at 10,000 kilometres, there remains only that 
portion between Irkoutsk by Kiachta as far as the town of Cabraouka to be 
undertaken. But when the works now in hand have been concluded this 
last line will be proceeded with immediately. Thus, within four years we 
shall see realised the gigantic project of putting the whole of Europe in 
direct communication with the furthest shores of the Pacific Ocean. Besides 
the incalculable advantages which the Siberian line of telegraph will confer 
upon Russia, upon its commerce with China, and upon the whole of 

urope, by the easy and speedy communication with China, Japan, and 
other countries bordering on the Pacific Ocean, it will be a great step 
towards the completion of a Russian-American line of telegraph by Siberia 
and the islands of the Pacific Ocean. 


HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
AmsterDAM, May 23. 

Since my last communication the most important of the de- 
bates in the Second Chamber have turned on Art. XI. of the 
Budget (the colonies) which the Ministers for Foreign Affairs 
and for the Colonies required to be passed without alteration or 
discussion, and, in fact, wanted it to be considered as a vote of 
confidence in the present Government ; but several members 
expressed their unwillingness to bind themselves in this way, 
and made an onslaught on the Ministers, accusing Baron von 
Zuylen van Nyevelt of political coalition with Mr. van Hoevell 
as far as concerned the colonial affairs, which, however, the 
Baron indignantly denied. Ultimately, the Budget was passed. 
all but uvanimously, Mr. van ¢ Linden making himself very 
ridiculous by persisting in dividing the house, when there ap- 
peared for the passing, sixty-four votes ; against it, 1—hisfown. 

The new postal law mentioned in my last has now passed the 
Second Chamber, and is to come into operation on the Ist of 
September next. The only novel feature in it, though a very 
important one, is the introduction of a uniform rate of postage 
(5c. for a single letter) from any one part of the kingdom to 
another, the sum at present rising from 5 to 5 cents. for each 
distance of 30 kilometers or its fractional part. Another 
facility is the permission to frank parcels going through the 
Post-office by means of postage stamps. 

One would imagine that in this isolated corner of Europe 
we were quite out of harm's way, and that the best thing the 
country could do would be to attend to its commercial affairs 
in a peaceable manner, without mixing itself up in European 
quarrels. It has, therefore, caused some surprise to learn that 
by Royal Decree of the 2nd of May, No. 53, the King has 
given orders to put in commission and fit out for immediate 
service the floating battery Neptune, at Helvoctsluys. The 
command of this formidable craft has been given to Captain- 
Lieutenant W. A. de Gelder, and a full complement of officers 
(three lieutenants, three mates, and as mapvy middics, a first- 
class or full surgeon, with purser and other idlers), and a crew 
of men appointed to her. It is perhaps in connection with the 
above that orders have been given to complcte, without delay, 
the finc steam-frigate Adolph, Duke of Nass, now in course of, 
construction in the Royal Dockyard at Flushing, and to 
launch her, if possible, on the 13th of June, the birth- 
day of H.R.H. Prince Henry of the Netherlands. These 
unexpected symptoms of approaching warfare have naturally 
made a great sensation amongst the quidnunes of this city, and 
there are all sorts of rumours afloat to the effect that a treaty 
of offensive and defensive alliance between England, Prussia, 
Belgium, and Holland, is on the point of being concluded in the 
event of certain contingencies taking place. But I believe that the 
true grounds of these proceedings is to be found in the necessity ° 
for sending some ships of war to North America to watch the 
proceedings of the Belligerent States, and protect the Dutch 
commerce and shipping in those waters, in case the war should 
assume more dangerous proportions and increase in magnitude 
as the summer approaches. 

Tt appears that the charitable appeal made to the sympathy 
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of the nation in favour of the sufferers by the late inundations, 
earthquakes and landslips in Netherlands India, has not been 
made in vain, thongh their own countrymen at home, whose 
losses by the breaking of the dykes in the winter are officially 
known to exceed six millions of florins, or half-a-million sterling, 
were, of course, the first to require assistance. From all parts 
of the kingdom subscriptions have been received ‘and are daily 
pouring in, whilst the journals teem with articles relating the 
greater or lesser success of concerts, lotteries, theatrical repre- 
sentations, aud other amusements got up in different parts of 
the country for the above charitable purpose. This decided 
willingness to relief the distresses of their fellow-subjects, both 
at home and in the colonies, is a favourable trait of national 
character, and is well worthy of being recorded in your columns. 

The Municipal Council of Delft has received a rescript from 
the Minister of the Interior, intimating the necessity of their 
making extensive altcrations in the buildings of the Royal Aca- 
demy in that city, to furnish accommodation for a number of 
young men, expected from Netherlands India, to prosecute their 
atudies at that high school in order to qualify themeclves for the 
civil service in the colonics. A mecting was held in conse- 
quence, at which it was unanimously agreed to accede to the 
wishes of Goverument, though attended with considerable ex- 
pense. The new building, which is to be called the “ Indian 
House,” is to be fitted up, in the first instance, for the reception 
of five hundred young men, who are to undergo a course of 
instruction for two years, at the expiration of which and on 
passing their examination they will receive their appointments. 

Whilst the latest accounts from Java announce the publica- 
tion of the large Atlas of the Indian Archipelago from the trian- 
gulations and surveys of the late Baron Melvill Van Carnbee, 
Capt. R.N., the last finish is being put to the monument about 
to be sent out, and erected to the memory of that lamented and 
distinguished officer over his grave in Java, It is paid for by 
a subscription amongst his brother officers, who have formed a 
committee for that purpose. The monument is in the shape of 
@ pyramid, ornamented with palms, and military and naval 
trophies. It is ten feet high, andseven feet and a-half wide on 
each side at the base. 

A letter from Leyden states that the Colonial Minister has 
forwarded to the Numismatic Department of the University 
Museum in that city a complete sct of the twelve gold and 
silver coins at present current in the kingdom of Siam. They 
are of nearly spherical shape, and bear an impressed stamp, 
whilst their intrinsic value is estimated collectively at about. 
fifty-seven florins. 

From Utrecht we learn that a handsome memorial, consisting 
of an elegant silver tea and coffee service, has been presented 
to Mr. D. F. Schaap, late Governor of Celebes and its depen- 
dencies, by a commission in the name of the mercantile body 
at Macassar, in token of their admiration and gratitude for the 
highly satisfactory manner in which he administered the affairs 
of that colony, and the facilities granted by him for the de- 
velopment of commerce. 

By Royal Decree of 2nd inst., No. 40, the King has given 
his Royal license to Messrs. R. and A. van Eibergen-Santhagens, 
of this city, directors of the Asiatic Marine Insurance Com- 
pany at Amsterdam, to extend the capital of the association, 
with a view to increasing their business, but only as affects 
their insurances in this country. With regard to an extension 
of their operations in Netherlands India, the concessionaires 
are directed to make application to the Governor-General. 

Native air and home treatment appear to have acted favour- 
ably on the health of the crew of the frigate Evertsen, suffering 
from ophthalmia, as reported in my last, for I am happy to 
stato that three officers, cight midsbipmen, and forty-cight 
sailors have been discharged from the Naval Hospital at 
Nieuwe Deep as recovered and able to return to duty. 

By Royal Decreo of the 14th inst., No. 65, the first-class 
steamer Djambi, lately returned from the East India Station, 
after undergoing a searching examination and overhauling, is 
ordered to be put in commission on the 1st of June for foreign 
service. The whole of the officers are appointed, and the com- 
mand given to Captain-Lieutenant M. H. Hansen. It is un- 
derstood in naval circles that this fine steamer is to form part 
of the squadron fitting out for the protection of the Dutch 
trade and interests in North America, should the course of 
events render such a step advisable. 

Accounts from the Hague state that the examination of non- 
commissioned officers invited to compete for sub-licutenancies 
and further promotion in the East India army, in conformity 











with the regulations and conditions mentioned in a former 
letter, commenced on the 7th inst., under the presidency of 
Licutenant-General Duycker, with the candidates belonging to 
the grenadiers and jagers in garrison there, and the 4th Regi- 
ment of Infantry quartered at Bergen op Zoom. The exami- 
nations are still going on, and will last some time longer, to 
allow the competitors in all the different regiments an oppor- 
tunity to prove their ability for the promotion thus held out. 
Up to the present time more than a hundred have passed, 


The king has been pleased to award a pension of 4,000 
florins per annum to Mr. J. S. Lotsy, late Minister of the Navy, 
and another of 2,495 florins to Mr. Boscha, Ex-minister for the 
affairs of the Reformed Church, 


From Harderwyk we learn that there have been no further 
reinforeetacnts shipped off to the East since my last letter, The 
nuuaber of recruits received at the depot there since the com- 
mencement of the present year was as follows :—In January 91, 
in February 116, in March 320, and in April 293 ; total 820. 
The municipal council of that town has petitioned Government 
for the construction of a port, the absence of which is much 
felt as a serious inconvenience. Plans have been prepared, and 
the execution of the works are estimated to cost 430,000 
florins.

MR. CRAWSHAY AND THE WAR WITH CHINA. 

The following correspondence has been published in the 
Newcastle Chronicle :—

-penditure recently.incurred, and still going on, in China. Our hostilities 
there have been unjustifiable from the beginning. They have been waged 
-without declaration of war. ‘They are piracy 
England no less than in the sight of God. e constitution requires that 
money shall be voted by Parliament before it is spent. The effect of this 
is that the Crown cannot make war without the consent of Parliament. 
In the present case large sums of money were spent first and voted after- 
‘wards. An expedition was equipped and sent forth without the advice of 
either Lords or Commons having been asked. Earl Grey protested, but 
he stood alone. ‘Thus were the law and constitution overthrown together 
‘by the invasion of China. Had a special tax been imposed by Parlia- 
ment for the purposes of defraying the expeuses of this invasion, I should 
zot only refuse payment, but should appeal against a distraint upon my 
goods." I believe that the collection of such a tax could be successfully 
resisted in a court of law on the ground that it cannot be lawful to levy 
taxes for unlawful purposes. But the wholesome custom of raising special 
ates for special purposes, which is still maintained in our local taxation, 
has fallen into disuse with respect to taxes raised for the service of the 
State. Deprived in this way of any legal remedy, and nearly the whole of 
my taxation being taken from me indirectly, { take that omall portion 
-which I am called upon to pay in my own person, and I refuse to pay it.

The Khersonese, which arrived at Spithead on the 16th from 
China, sailed fiom Hong Kong on the 7th of February, Singapore on the 
17th, and Anjeer the 21st, Cape of Good Hope, April 3rd, and St. Vin. 
cent's, April 28th. _ Her passenger-list comprises Lieut. W. F. Johnson, 
R.N., A.D.C. to Major-General Sir James Hope Grant, G.C.B. She 
brings detachments of the 44th and 99th Regiments. 

‘The officers of the Acorn, a vessel condemned in China, were trans- 
ferred from the vessel to her Majesty's ship Victoria. She has on board 
nearly 1,000 tons of artillery stores, with which she is ordered to proceed 
round to Woolwich, at which port the detachment of the 99th and 44th 
Regiments will disembark from her. 

‘The Adelaide, No. 18, screw transport, Captain Bird, proceeded from 
Portsmouth to Woolwich, with invalids and stores, after landing a division 
of the 2nd Queen's, to join head-quarters in that garrison, and a detachment 
of the 87th Regiment, who were forwarded to head-quarters at Dublin by 
steamer. She has been much delayed during the latter portion of the 
voyage by strong northerly and N.E. winds. This vessel has brought home 
some interesting specimens of natural history, presented by the Hon. George 
Grey, Governor of the Cape of Good Hope, to the Royal Zoological 
Gardens, Regent’s-park, and brought to England in charge of Mr. 
Banister. 

The Herald, surveying frigate, Capt. Henry Mangles Denham, F.R.S., 
sailed from Spithead fer Chatham. to strip and pay off. 

Capt. Sherard Osborn, C.B., took command of the Donegal, 101, screw, 
at Spithead, Capt. H. Broadhead, lately commanding the Donegal, being 
appointed to the command of the Steam Reserve at Portsmouth, vice 
Capt. G. T. Gordon, superseded at his own request on account of con- 
tinued ill-health. 

Captain Sir Frederick W. E. Nicolson, Bart., R.N. (1846), has been 
appointed to succeed Rear-Admiral Horatio T. Austin, C.B., as one of 
the Conservators of the River Thames, 

Major the Hon. W. C. Yelverton, of the Royal Artillery, is placed on 
alf pay, and his name has been removed from the effective list of the 
regiment. 

Sir Hope Grant proceeds to the Madras command in July. 

The Indian and Europcan armies are now amalgamated, but the pat- 
ticulars have not yet been made known. The distribution of regiments 
in India will be as follows, until further orders, viz. :—Cavalry : 8 service 
troops, of 8 field-officers, 8 captains, 8 lieutenants, 8 cornets, 8 staff, 40

47 sergeants, 21 drummers, 40 corporals, and 810 privates; two depots— 
2 captains, 2 licutenants, 2 ensigns, 10 sergeants, 4 drummers, 10 cor- 
porals, and 90 privates.

‘Tue May MEs&tINGs.— We noticed in our last issue a few of the meet- 
ings which had taken place early in the month ; since then every day has 
witnessed one or more large gatherings for religious or social objects in 
Exeter Hall, St. James’s Hall, and in other large Metropolitan buildings. 
A few of these meetings shall be briefly chronicled. The Christian Ver- 
nacular Education Society for India appears to be gradually working its 
way throughout India. At the annual mecting the Secretary stated that 
four Auxiliary Societies had been formed, and that schools had been 
opened in the presidencies of Madras, Bombay, and Bengal, as well as in 
the island of Ceylon. The society has also founded a training college for 
native teachers. The receipts of the past year amounted to £2,792, of 
which £1,219 had been contributed in India. The Foreign Aid Society 
held its twenty-sixth annual meeting on the 15th instant. The mecting 
was addressed by the French Pastors of the Paris and Normandy Evange- 
lical Societies, giving an account of the state of Protestantism in France. 

receipts for the year were £3,000. The National Temperance 
League held their annual meeting this year at Exeter Hall; Samuel 
Gurney, Esq., M.P., acting as chairman on the occasion; George 
Cruikshanks, the well known artist, and other gentlemen, spoke in favour 
of total abstinence. Another similar Association, the British Anti-Tobacco 
Society has, we are surprised to learn, reached the seventh ycar of its 
existence. Yet the “gorging fiend,” as the Dean of Carlisle terms to- 
bacco, appears more vigorous than ever. Certainly the arguments used at 
the meeting were not of a powerful character, and we imagine that unless 
others more convincing can be adduced, this well-meaning society will 
ultimately end in smoke. At the annual meeting of the Peace Society, 
the Rev. R. Richard spoke at some length on the late China war, 
and denounced that “act of barbarism,” the burning of the palaces of 
Peking, as quite as gross as any of those acts for which the names of Van- 
dals and Goths have become areproach throughout England. The cry 
had been raised, he said, on every missionary platform that China was now 
opened to Christianity, but past experience taught us to look upon that 
ery as more sanguine than sober. It was raised even more triumphantly 
than now at the close of the war of 1840, but there were unquestionable 
facts to prove that the cost of that war, owing to the increased armaments 
we have had ever since to maintain in the Chincse waters, has been ten if 
not twenty times more than all the profits we ean have possibly derived 
from our increased commerce with that country. He also feared that the 
immense development which had been given to the infamous opium traffic, 
and the opportunity afforded by treaties to dishonest traders and ruffians to 
set the people against us, had ‘done more to dishonour the Gospel in the 
eyes of the Chinese, than all the exertions of our missionaries had done 
to promote it. 
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THE OPENING OF THE YANG-TSE RIVER. 

Taat man must be either very presumptuous or very wise 
who will venture to foretell the glorious future which is in store 
for British merchants and British interests in China in conse- 
quence of the opening of the Yang-tse, and the establishment of 
Consular cstablishments on that river. The money that has 
been lavished, the blood that has been shed, have not been 
expended in vain. We have at length gained access to the 
heart of a mighty nation—mighty in size and capabilities; if 
not in power. That nation has felt our strength, and by acts at 
least has acknowledged its own weakness. It now remains for 
us to prove to the cunning and clever race which has been forced 
to own its inferiority to the barbarians, that our interests and 
theirs are identical, that we ask for nothing on the one sido 
which we canuot repay on the other, and that as Christian mea 
and English merchants we are bound to act fairly and honour- 
ably by them. Amidst the general congratulation at the 
result which bas been thus happily attained by our arms and 
diplomacy, we must not conceal the fact that the advantage 
which we may derive from the opening of new ports and the 
consequent extension of trade depends in great measure on our 
own conduct. We shall be continually thrown into contact with 
the insurgents as well as with the imperialists, There is every 
reason why we should keep on good terms with both, but such 
course, although certainly right, will not always be easy, and 
we can well believe that occasions will arise demanding great 
promptitude, wisdom, and forbearance. However we are not 
disposed at this fortunate juncture to “cast the shadows of un- 
certain evil.” 

Mr. Winarove Cooke said truly, in his correspondence to 
The Times, that the great thing to be done in China, was to break 
down the wall of partition which separated us from the people 
of the country, and to establish a feeling of mutual regard. 
“At any cost,” he wrote, “we must have free and unrestricted 
intercourse.” We have gained that boon now, and though the 
cost has been great, we cannot think it has been too great for 
the occasion. This alone will prevent future wars ; this alone 
will enable us to test, by practical experience, the vast resources 
of the land; this alone will help us to gain that accurate 
and extended knowledge of the people, as well as of the 
Empire, which is so essential to our mercantile position. 
In truth, up to the present time, Englishmen who are 
perfectly familiar with the five ports will frankly confess that 
their knowledge of China is almost bounded by them. The in- 
terior of the country is to them as much a ¢erra incognita a8 
the heart of Africa. Now and then a zealous Missionary, or an 
adventurous traveller, have ventured among the once busy and 
thriving cities which lie upon the banks of the Yang-tsze or its 
tributary streams, and they have come back and told the world 
a marvellous story of what they have seen there ; but the world 
has proved incredulous, or, at least, indifferent, thinking, perhaps, 
that it was unwise to cherish a curiosity which it was impossible 
to gratify. Now we may indulge it to the utmost, and while we 
trade with the people on “ the richest river in the world,” we 
shall, at the samme time, be gaining much curious information, 
and removing any false impressions which have been instilled 
into the minds of Chinamen. To gain immediate access to the 
natives without official intervention, will be enough to satisfy 





ouly to show them how these interests can be advanced, and 
their friendship is secured. 

One word in conclusion. It is impossible to realise the fact 
of such a vast Empire being thrown open to British merchants, 
without remembering that it is also open to British mis- 
sionaries, These good men will no longer be compelled 
to pitch their tents upon the fringe of the kingdom; 
they may now penetrate its recesses, or at any rate resido 
at the new ports under the protection of our Consuls, 
Their position will require discretion as well as zeal, tact as. 
wellas wisdom. They should be men of learning as well as 
piety, large-hearted, loving men, who have faith enough to e& 
patient, and energy enough to overcome the obstacles which. 
will ever beset the path of a missionary in China. We have had 
men of this stamp in China before now; we cannot have teo. 
many of them. They are the true pioneers of civilization, and 
as such, for the sake of our own countrymen, as well as of the: 
Chinese, we heartily wish them “God speed.” 





MR. MOSS’S CASE. 

In our last issue we goticed the communication made to Mr, 
Moss by the residents at Kanagawa, in which they acquitted hint 
of any blame in the late shooting affair, and presented him with 
the amount of fine imposed on him by Mr. Atcock 
($1,000). By a reference to our Parliamentary intelli- 
gence it will be seen that Mr. Savomons asked Lord JoHN 
Russewn if he had received a copy of this document. Lord 
Joxn did not answer the question, but let out what was more 
important—namely, that the opinion of the law officers of the 
Crown had been given on this case, but the course to be 
adopted had not been decided. If this does not imply that a 
compromise of Mr. Moss's case will be offered to quash the 
proceedings entered against Mr. Atcock in the Court at Hong 
Kong, we are very much mistaken. If the law officers’ opi- 
nion had been in favour of Mr. Atcock, we may be quite cer- 
tain that Lord Joan Russext would have said so. é 


THE CHINA MAILS. 


The Government subsidy to the Peniusular and Oriental 
Company will either be continued, or other arrangements will 
be made for the conveyance of the mails with the same regu- 
larity as hitherto. The East India and China Association have 
the matter in hand, and, while negotiations are pending, any 
further particulars may be unadvisable. 


THE CHARTERED BANK OF INDIA, AUSTRALIA, 
AND CHINA. 

‘Tas Bank wos projected in 1852, and obtained a Royal 
Charter with the usual privileges granted to Indian Banks. In 
consequence of legal proceedings taken bya portion of the 
shareholders, the capital of the Company was not paid up in 
due course, and not until February, 1858, did operations com- 
mence, with half the paid-up capital amounting to £322,000. 

That the opinion of the directors was tolerably correct as to- 
the openifg which existed for this establishment, was proved 
by the result of the first year’s operations, which enabled the 
directors to declare a dividend of 6 per cent., and also to pay 
off the whole of the preliminary expenses incurred in this 
country, and for its branches abroad. This created such con- 
fidence that the remaining half of the capital was shortly paid 
up, making in all £644,000, The second year’s dividends 
amounted to 64 per cent., the last portion being declared at the 
seventh general meeting, held on the 28th March, at the 
London Tavern, The following report was then issued by the 
director 

The directors have now to present to the shareholders a report on the 
operations of the Bank during the past year, which they trust will prove 
satisfactory. The result exhibited by the general balance-sheet submitted 
is a net profit, for the year ending SIst December last, of £45,552. 4s. 3d., 
and a balance now disposable of £27,502. 17s. 11d. ; 

‘The directors, at the meeting in September last, expressed their opinion 
of the propriety of increasing the reserve fund, even at the expense of the 
dividend, in the early stages of the Bank's existence. On the present 
occasion, therefore, they recommend an addition of £5,000 to the reserve 
fund (which will then stand at £10,000), and a dividend for the past half- 
year, at the rate of six per cent. per annum, free of Income-tax—making, 
the distribution of the previous half-year, a dividend at the rate of 

\d-a-half per cent. for the whole year—and leaving £1,632 8s. 5d. of 
undivided profits to be carried to new account. 

Tt has not yet to the directors advisable to increase the number 
of their branches abroad; they will be quite prepared, however, when the 
proper time arrives, to extend the business of the Bank in this manner. 

the Charter confers the privilege of issuing Bank notes in the Queen's 
Colonies in the East, but not in the territories formerly under the govern- 
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ment of the East India Company. The directors, however, consider it 
very desirable that the Bank should sa this privilege at Singapore, 
and they propose accordingly to apply for it to the Lords Commissioners 
of Her Majesty's Treasury. In terms of the deed of settlement, two 
extraordinary gencral mectings must sanction this application.

OUR PROSPECTS IN CHINA. 
4 Every successive mail brings proof of the soundness of our latest policy 
towards China, and verifies the predictions of those who urged on the ad- 
vance to Peking. The telegrams we publish to-day announce nothing but 
prosperity. The Tartar Government at Peking has so entirely renounced 
its old policy of ignoring the existence of foreigners within the empire that 
it has established a special board for the management of foreign affairs. 
Thoroughly awakened by that loud knocking at the gates of the capital, 
the Tartar princes have put aside the old Chinese officials, and have come 
Out to meet these foreigners themselves. They have not only seen them 
to fear them, but also to appreciate them, and it would seem that at this 
Moment it is the Tartars, and not the English, who are most anxious to 
come into close relationship, Prince Kung has, we hear, pressed upon 
Mr. Lay the entire control of the Chinese Customs at the foreign ports, 
and has sent him a commission conferring the fullest powers and the most 
absolute authority. Canton has received official intimation that she is no 
Jor to be considered as the only channel of communication with 
foreigners, and the direct diplomatic relations of the Government at Peking 
with the ambassadors there resident are not only defined in treaties, but— 
what is by no means the same thing in China—are introduced into the 
Practice of the nation. A little time ago we found ourselves combating a 
very general objection, that an English ambassador could not reside in or 
near the capital, without danger of outrage; we now see that a special 
department has been created to do him all formal honour. Not many 
months ago we had to argue against prophetic warnings of the 
enduring hatred which any appearance in arms at the Capital 

















would occasion, and we now see that the Tartar dynasty has cast 
all its confidence upon an Englishman who never hesitated for a moment 
to show himself conspicuously zealous and most effectively useful among 
the invaders. We are now reaping the reward of a policy which was at 
‘once wise, and bold, and humane. Nor are the commercial advantages 
slow to follow. While the advices from Australia report that “ trade is 
dull,” and while India sends us only tidings of mischievous misgovem- 
ment, China from all her ports calla only for more Brit ‘manufaetures- 
We know not whether this is the first sign of that flood tide which ought 
now to set in steadily, and to go on and on without an ebb until it 
saturated that mighty land with English goods. Perhaps not. It may 
possibly happen that our European cotton manufacturers may have 
ught up much of the mass of East Indian cotton which China annually 
takes, and that China may be only thereby obliged to make up the ordi- 
nary insufficiency of her own produce by maoufactured goods instead of 
by raw material, This, however, would account only for the improved. 
demand in one class of imports, whereas the increase announced by the 
telegrams is general, We have reason, therefore, to hope that this is not 
temporary, but permanent. If it really occurs asa consequence of the 
opening up of the country, if the ruling powers are at last in good faith 
facilitating the transit of our goods, then this increased demand must 
‘creep on with ever-accelerating pace, until it outstrips our power of pro- 
duction. When Mantchooria comes down to bargain with us 
at Neuchang, and Peking admits us frankly to her markets; 
when our merchants, under the protection of the admirable 
provisions of the Russian Treaty, shall find it safe to journey in com- 
panies through the country; when our teas and silks shall find their 
natural channels to the coast, and shall be protected by the presence of the 
European owner from being mulcted by every Mandarin on the way, then 
we shall begin to enter upon the fruilion of our new relations with China, 
‘Then we may with some good purpose call upon our Chancellor of the 
Exchequer for a reduction in the tea duties; for it will depend only upon 
the English Minister to say whether tea shall be dear to an English cottager, 
or whether it shall be almost as plentiful as the leaves of the English 
hedges. Then also we may raise our mills, and put forth our arms to 
gather cotton from Italy, and Africa, and the islands of the West Indies, 
and the coasts of India, for we shall have customers whose name is number- 
less, whose necessities will never fail, and toes industty will always enable 
them to make it well worth our while to serve them. Our budget of good 
news is not yet exhausted. Not only are our relations with the Chinese 
Government amicable and even cordial, not only are our commercial 
operations with China prosperous, but the people themselves, and notably 
that faction which represents all the discontent of the people, are anxious 
for our favour.‘ The rebels,” says the telegram, “ are evidently anxious 
toconciliate the foreigners.” ‘This has been recently tested in many ways, 
but especially by that very sagaciously planned expedition up the Yang. 
tse-Kiang. In former days the Taepings were so inexcusably ignorant as 
to believe that the Roman Catholic priests were idolators, and committed 
the more important practical error of putting them to death as such. 
While labouring under this frightful error it was, of course, not possible 
that they could be looked upon as friends by the French, and hence the mis- 
understandings which have occurred between the French and the Tae- 
ings in the Chinese city of Shanghai. Recent circumstances have, 
jowever, we hope, induced these furious iconoclasts either to revise their 
convictions, or, at any rate, to restrain the practical application of them. 
Our ships, when they anchored off the capital of this rebel sovereign, 
found him abounding in professions of amity, and loud in bis ex) sd 
tions against the uncivil retum made to his pacific overtures. He pro- 
mised the fullest protection for all commerce upon the river, and was 
rather hurt that we should think it nece to leave a vessel of war to 
look after him at Nanking. It is true that sent off an expedition up 
the bank of the river to try to reach Hangkow before we could get up ; 
but this might have been merely to show us how necessary his alliance is 
in those parte. That fact, however, needs no such proof, seeing that he 
has already taken this commercial capital of China five times: and we 
hope that when Mr. Dunlop moves his address upon this subject, he may 
receive a satisfactory assurance that this de facto sovereign, who has now 
been for ten years enthroned in the southern capital, may be at least ac- 
knowledged in his belligerent rights. He holds the great waterway of 
China in his power, and we must either treat with bim or fight him, 
‘The first seems easy, the alternative would be madness. The expedi- 
tion up the Yang-ise has reached Hangkow—the great city —the 
Birmingham and Liverpool and Sheffield of China rolled into one. 
The telegram, making a sad hash, as usual, of Chinese names, 
tells us that the trading ports chosen upon this mighty river 
are Hinkiang and Hewkiang, where consuls have been left aud com- 
mercial relations eatablished. These names evidently indicate Chinkiang, 
which is below Nanking, and Kewkiang, which isa great city in an 
admirable position for commerce. The map will show it upon the 
southern bend of the river, about half-way between Nanking and Hang- 
kow. It is situated upon an angle of land between the Poyang Lake and 
the river; and, by means of the lake and the canals, it commands com- 
munication with all the southern privinces. When Captain Osborn’s expe- 
dition was up here, as appears from a survey contributed by Mr. Oliphant, 
and published in the Transactions of the Geographical Society, there was 
an Imperialist camp on the opposite bank of the river. This position is 
therefore, we may hope, as well protected as it is important. We want 
nothing more in this quarter but a few gunboats on the river, prudent 
men as consuls at the new ports, and amicable relations with the great 
brigand king who commands the banks. All this is very encouraging to 
those who have taken an unflagging interest in this subject, and have 
pressed it forward with a never-faiiing confidence. A little longer and 
China will be out of our hands, She will go alone, faster, perhaps, than 
we shall be able to keep pace with her. Of course, there will be blun- 
ders enough made on this side. The Post-office, with a perversity which 
amounts almost to genius, has choren this special time to reduce the 
frequency of the mails by one-half, and it is by no means unlikely that 
we may éend out some orders which may close up the opening Yang-tse 
to our commerce, or that we may even destroy the new system of Buro- 
pean Customs’ collection, which, paying enormously as it does, has been 
the real origin of all the Tartars’ new kindness. It will be odd if official 
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stagacity should miss such opportunities of mischief as these afford; but 
x shoal so bape we ave inade toe st sep inia'e greet futuro doe” 
tiny i0 China.

COMMERCE WITH CHINA. 

‘The most recent accounts from China fully justify—if that were 
weeded—the most sanguine expectations that were formed as to the re- 
sults of the policy which has brought about a direct commuuication be- 
tween the representatives of England and the Imperial Government, in 
‘the Chinese capital, as well as opened up to the enterprise of our traders 
the great river Yang-tee-Kiang. All the reluctance of the high Manda- 
Tins to enter into relations with us on terms of equality seems to have 
disappeared. Instead of being looked upon as barbarians, whose pre- 
‘sence was only folerated through fear, and with whom treaties were only 
asade, to be broken at the first opportunity, the Imperial Government of 
‘China is eager to enter into closer relations with our representatives than 
the Treaty required, or than is necessary for our own purposes. ‘They 
are discovering that we are useful to them in other ways than merely 
carrying on 8 commerce lucrative to them as well as to us. The control 
‘of their Customs duties is pressed upon our employés, and a special de- 
partment of State is created especially to conduct business with foreigners. 
Such a change has come over the spirit of these slippery, tricky, menda- 
cious celestials, that the edict for the establishment of the Peking Foreign 
‘Office concludes with the significant warning that “ not the slightest con- 
cealment or glossing of facts will beallowed.” The truth hasbeen made to 
penetrate to Peki it exertions on our part, and at a heavy cost to 

, but the pom Ay bearing its fruit, fLarpeiies rapidly, too, than 
‘the most sanguine could have.anticipated. While such satisfactory tidings 
come to us of the relations between our officials and the Government at 
the capital of China, we have the most gratifying intelligence also of the 
expedition which was despatched up that great commercial highway, the 
‘Yang-tee-Kiang river, for the purpose of ‘opening commercial relations 
with large centres of Population with which hitherto our traders have had 
no direct intercourse. So far, the expedition led by Admiral Jones has 
‘an entire success. Wherever the elements of commerce existed, 
the people were not merely willing but eager to open a trade. Our Con- 
‘uls were established at Chin-kiang, Hew-Kiang, and Hankow ; and it 
was evident that there would be full scope furnished for the exercise of 
their functions, in the business about to spring up at those places. The 
blight of civil war, bagravated by the peculiar ferocity with which the Chi- 
nese have added new horrors to what is always one of the greatest scourges 
to any people, had indeed cast a blight upon the pursuits of industry at 
many pi on the banks of the great river, formerly important points 
of commerce. The ings, or rebels, were in full possession of 
a stretch of territory, and deserted towns and uncultivated 
lands were the results of the warfare in which their success 
bad been gained. Nanking, from being the prosperous seat of a 
bread half-a-million, is described as reduced to a heap of ruins. 
the Tsepings have their bead-quarters. The rebel leaders, however, 
although their operations seem to have paralysed industry for the present 
im many places, are quite anxious to cultivate friendly intercourse with 
our people, and the free of the river, and the trade with the towns 
ita banks, will rather be facilitated than obstructed by them. The 
chief of the many kings in whom the Teepings rejoice entertains at his 
court a Christian missionary, probably an American. ‘This circumstance 
is said to be rather indicative of a wish to conciliate the goodwill of the 
Engiish than of sincere attachment to the Principles or ice of Chris- 
fanity; bu:, looked at in either light, it is a favourable omen. There 
was already employment found for trading steam-vessels suited to the 
navigation of the river, and a great demand for such vessels was spring 
up. When some obstructions, not difficult of removal, are got rid of, 
the navigation will be easy enough for vessels even of considerable size ; 
for as far as Hangkow the draught of water was reported to be twenty feet. 
The river will give our traders direct access to the principal tea-producing 
districts, and to a population anxious to purchase goods of British manu~ 
re. Thanks to the firm and able pursuance of a judicious policy, a 
new field is opening for our commerce in these distant regions, and there 
is an entire end to the vexatious and even humiliating conditions under 
which English trade has heretofore been carried on in China.— Observer. 














Literature, 

In Frasr’s Magazine for the current month there is an 
article on “Soldiers and their Scieuce,” which is the title of an 
interesting work written by Captain Brabazon. The article is, 
of course, based upon the volume which the writer praises. 
Beyond question the chief book of the fortnight is Du Chail- 
lu’s “Explorations and Adventures in Equatorial Africa,” (Mur- 
vay), @ narrative which reads like a romance, but which we 
dare believe is as true to facts as it is admirable in style. Somo 
people, however, think differently, and one well-known scien- 
tific man is bold enough to doubt whether Du Chaillu has 
ever penetrated the country at all. Mr. John Edward Gray 
declares that “the book is replete with improbable stories.” 
M. du Chaillu retaliates by saying that Mr. Gray stated to 
him that “Dr. Livingstone was @ groat humbug,” aud observes, 
sensibly enough, that he is quite willing to be placed on a par 
with that illustrious explorer. A fierco war is raging on both 
sides, and, in the meanwhile, the book is read and re-read, and 
is likely to be all the more popular for the abuse it has re- 
ceived. 





Dr. Charles Mackay, who was the originator and editor of 
the London Review, has, apparently, given up his interest in 
that admirable journal, and is about to start a new periodical, 
assisted by Mr. Lascelles Wraxall. F 

We have received a little volume entitled, “Guide to the 
Art of Illuminating and Missal Painting,” by W. and G. Auds- 
ley, architects, (@. Rowney and Co.), containing the most mi- 
nute directions on the subject, which are rendered still more 
clear by a varicty of illustrations. We learn from a corre- 
spondent that Mery’s French work, “Les Damnés de Java,” 
has been translated into German by Frederick Cossmann, and 
is just published by H. Huebner, of Leipzig, under the title of 
“Countess Aurora Despremonts; or, Scenes of Colonial Life in 
Java.” The German critics speak very favourably of the,trans- 
lation, a good deal of the equivocal contents of the orfginal 
having been suppressed. 


Narrative of the Circumnavigation of the Globe, by the Austrian 
Frigate “ Novara,” in the Years 1857-8-9. By Dr. Karl 
Scherzer. Vol. I. Saunders and Otley. 


In many respects this is a very remarkable volume. It con- 
tains the record of an expedition undertaken by command of 
the Austrian Government for the great object of enlarging the 
boundaries of science, and at the same time giving both to offi- 
cers and men an opportunity of acquiring a practical acquaint- 
ance with naval affairs. Other nations—our own especially — 
have frequently despatched vessels round the world for similar 
objects. Spain and Portugal in olden time, and France a cen- 
tury ago, vied with England in these peaceful and noble enter- 
prises, but we believe that the Vovara is the first vessel ever 
despatched by Austria for a like purpose. This factradds a zest 
to our curiosity in perusing Dr. Scherzer’s volume, The Vovare 
is @ 42.gun sailing frigate of 2,630 tons. It was fitted up with 
every appliance requisite for scientific research, and with every 
comfort necessary for the health of the passongers and crew. 
Valuable instructions were drawn up by the veteran Humboldt, 
who concludes them with a prayer to the Almighty for the sue- 
cess of the expedition, and with the touching remark that Jong 
before the return of the Novara to Trieste he shall have ceased 
to be numbered with the living. This belief, however, was not 
realised, for Humboldt lived to witness tho return of the expedi- 
tion in 1859. 

Perhaps a great part of the interest with which Dr. Scherzer’s 
narrative will be perused by an English reader may be traced 
to its German parentage. It is curious to view well-known 
scenes from a German stand point—very curious to meet the 
representatives of a great inland nation on an clement so 
familiar to ourselves, but of which they are comparatively 
ignorant. The purely scientific results of the expedition are to 
be published separately. The volume before us contains a lively, 
readable, and well-written narrative of the voyage itself. The 
reader, however, must not expect any great. novelty in the 
descriptive sketches with which the work abounds. Can any~ 
thing new be said of Gibraltar or Madeira, of Rio de Janeiro or 
the Cape of Good Hope, of Ceylon and Madras? And yet 
Dr. Scherzer tells his tale so pleasantly, and describes with such 
freshness and good humour all that passed before him, that we 
can recommend the book as a traveller’s story, while forgetting 
for a moment the peculiar importance that attaches to it on 
other and higher grounds. In his account of Brazil Dr. 
Scherzer touches upon topics which might escape the atten- 
tion of an Englishman. In strong, carnest words he speaks of 
the absolute neeessity of free labour in the country, and tells 
us how alive the Government is to the advantage of encourag- 
ing freo immigration. In the warmer Northern provinces we 
are told that the effort was made “to replace the deficiency of 
negroes by Chinese coolies, who were imported from different 
parts of China but they could not stand tho climate, and 
were not found capable of advantageously replacing the negro 
in his various and often very heavy labour.” Great attention 
is, therefore, paid to European immigration, and “ in Brazil the 
conviction is pretty general that only an emigration en masse 
of white labour can save that splendid country from ruin,” 
At present, however, Dr. Scherzer affirms that there are 
several reasons why emigrants should not go to Brazil; but let 
the half-profit system be abolished, let the setiler be enabled to 
purchase land ata cheap rate, and let other necessary con- 
cossions be made in his favour, and then he believes that “the 
glorious dawn of a magnificent future will burst upon German 
emigrants.” There are several suggestive topics in this volume, 
on which, did space permit, we would gladly dwell, We have 
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here only a portion of a great work, but Dr. Scherzer has 
written enough to show how capable he is of acting the part of 
historian to the expedition. ° 

We shall expect with interest the second volume of “The 
Voyage of the Vovara,” and cannot conclude this brief notice 
‘of the book without commending the manner in which it is got 
up. The publishers have done Dr, Scherzer justice, and we 
hhave no doubt that he is well pleased to see his Narrative in 
so becoming a dress. 


Java: Or, How to Managea Colony. By J. W. B. Moncy. 
2 vols. Hurst and Blackett. 

We have read this book with some interest and more 
curiosity, It is a sensible, well-digested work, written by a very 
sensible man, but Mr. Money like most men of nous has his 
weak point ; and we demur altogether to his conclusion that the 
culture system, which is apparently so successful in Java, 
affords “a practical solution of the questions now affecting 
British India.” To General Van der Bosch, aud the bold system 
he inaugurated in 1830, Mr. Money attributes all the prosperity 
which Java now enjoys. Under his survey the Japanese have 
been forced to be prosperous in spite of themselves, He has 
acted the part of a good despot, and achieved a marvellous suc- 
cess, yet we cannot forget that it is a success which only des- 
potism could accomplish. Mr. Money has described every 
detail relative to the culture system clearly and circumstantially ; 
and those of our readers who wish to investigate it may safely 
refer to him as an authority. We cannot undertake to follow 
him over so wide a field, but we must be content to state in 
passing that the principle which General Van der Bosch has so 
fully reduced to practice is not one which tallies with the re- 
spect for personal liberty entertained by most Englishmen. 
Compulsory labour, however advantageous to the peasant him- 
self, is not a feature which we should wish to sce introduccd 
into any of our English colonies. It may be true that the 
natives of Java “see nothing tyrannical in this order,” it may 
be true that “the ordinary principles of political economy and 
the advanced doctrines of unprotected and uncontrolled private 
enterprise” on which we have acted in India are not so condu- 
cive to material prosperity as coercive measures might be; it 
may even be true that the natives of India would have been 
happier for awhile without the privileges we have awarded 
them, just as little wholesome restraint is serviceable to 
children ; but this much is at least certain that having once 
granted to our fellow-subjects in India the privileges we most 
Prize ourselves, it would be utter madness and folly to retrace 
our steps in order to follow in the wake of a Dutch despot. We 
do not desire material prosperity at the loss of everything that 
is higher and nobler, and we dare aver that it would be better 
for us to lose India altogether than to retain her on the same 
tenure as that by which tho Dutch hold Java. At the same 
time we are willing to allow, and, indeed, Mr Money’s care- 
fully collected satistics compel us so to do, that the success of 
the culture system is indisputable. Everything is carried on 
under the immediate supervision and by the direct aid of the 
Government. Government starts the contractor and compels 
the native “to assist in developing the resources of the soil.” 
Altogether, the Dutch sway in Java isa paternal despotism 
under which the natives fatten and thrive in body, but are 
utterly dwarfed in soul. On the one hand, we find that the 
revenue has been raised in twenty-five years from £2,000,000 
to £9,500,000, that the imports are raised from a yearly average 
of about 1 two-third million sterling to over £5,000,000, that 
the exports have increased from £2,000,000 to upwards of 
£8,500,000, and that the population of the island has nearly 
doubled itself; on the other hand, foreign traders are subject 
to absurd restrictions, the press, is not free, education is for- 
bidden, and all missionary efforts unconnected with the Go- 
vernment are strictly prohibited. « 

Mr. Money's book is not a volume of travels to be read with 
pleasure in an idle hour and forgotten in the next. It isa 
work which could only have been written with immense labour 
and the most protracted inquiries; it is a work to which all 
who are interested in the subject will refer again and again for 
statistical information, and which should be carefully studied 
by every one who is engaged in Eastern trde.

SUPERHEATED STEAM. 


‘The passage of the Peninsular and Oriental Company's large iron- 
built screw-steamer Mooltan, from the Thames to Southampton, has sup- 
plied us with some fresh figures for calculations on the superheating of 
Steam. ‘The Moolian is fited with engines of the nominally estimated 
power of 400 horses; and it is asserted that with four small boilers they 
an be urged to four times that power, or 1,600 horses. ‘The Admiralty 
formula {= 7,600 feet of boiler surface, and 280 feet of furnace, to an 
engine of 400-horse power. | This is 27 1-7 feet of boiler to every foot 
Of furnace. ‘The Mooltan has 160 feet of fire-grate to 4,800 feet of 
boiler, or 30 fect of boiler to each foot of furnace. With a dimmished 
fresurface to every foot of boiler, in the proportion of 27 1-7 to 30, the 
engineer who has supplied the machinery, guarantees that he will drive 
the ship at an average speed of 10) knots per hour. ‘To gain, power the 
sieam is superheated, on Lamb's principle, by running the steam pipes 
through the funnel ; and it enters the cylinders at 20 to 930 degrees, the 
pressure inthe boilers being 20ibs., and in the engines 17ibs. to 18lbs. 
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‘The cylinders are jacketed, or doubled, to act expansively, The upper 
ones aye described as 43 inches diameter, in which the dry or superheated 
steam is first used, at a pressure, it is stated, of 20Ibs., and is then passed 
to an outer cylinder of 96 inches diameter, to be worked expansively, and 
then to the condenser, to be taken back again to the boilers. ‘There 
are undoubted novelties in these engines, for a pressure in the pipes of 
$20 degrees gives but 20lbs. in pressure in the cylinders, or, as described 
in a second reference, only 17} to 18lbs. Heated steam turned into a 
cylinder at $20 degrees, according to this description, gives a working 
pressure of 174 to 20lbs. Now, 320 degrees Fahrenheit is equal to 
what is termed six atmospheres, when its elastic force is 179-4, and its 
pressure by ordinary rules of reckoning should be 7llbs. Steam is 
generated at 212 degrees, and, till it is converted into steam, remains at 
this heat. When vapour is generated by constant application of fire, 
every cubic inch of water gives out 1,728 inches, ora cubic foot of steam, 
if free from saline particles. In estimating the power of the Mooltan's 
engines by the water in the boilers, we require to know their exact cubic 
contents, and then the old and new methods of measurement might be 
applied. We know by force of steam what amount of pressure is re- 
quired to lift a piston of a given diameter and stroke, but this super- 
heating plan upsets all tabulated ‘A 400-horse power single-actin 
engine in former days—for we ay bid adieu to all reckonings in the ol 
style—demanded 3,994Ibs. of coal per hour, and 444-7 of water, when 
working expansively, and a double-action engine 2,816lbs. of coal per 
hour, and 312°8 of water. Messrs. Tennant and Humphreys intend to 
drive the engines of the Mooltan, which are of 400-horse power, with 
one ton of coals, or 2,240lbs. per hour. If her engines can be worked, 
to attain the speed calculated upon, with a ton and a-half per hour, or 
3 2 immense saving will have been effected, for we must take 
into consideration the driving of such engines non-expansively, when 
their consumption would be 5,912Ibs. per hour. 

Judging from the ship's run round to the Solent, we should say that 
the average of 10} knots will not be consecutively maintained, and that a 
failure to the extent of the maximum speed may retold. 
nine revolutions of the engine ten knots were not attained, although ¢! 
ship was in light trim. | When she is provisioned, and all her weights, in 
cargo, coals, and provisions, are on board, her displacement will be greater ; 
and if she could not reach 10 knots in smooth water, she will never sus- 
tain 10} in asea-way. But her horse power on an average of nine knots 
would be a great success, for it may be pronounced a decided triumph to 
Propel a ship of her tonnage with one horse power to about every eight 
tons. Fifty-nine revolutions of a screw engine are quite enough for 
economical purposes. If you go beyond this the friction is great, and 
the wear and tear of machinery out of proportion to the results gained. 

This raising of a diminished quantity of steam from, as a matter of 
course, a smaller quantity of water, is making up for the loss of volume 
by density, and herein’ consists the advantages of superheating. ‘The 
Mooltan is not fitted with pipes through the furnaces to bake the steam 
till upwards of 400 degrecs, and thus doing mischief to the machinery. 
‘Three hundred and twenty degrees, or about 100 degrees above the tem- 
perature of the saturated steam, is a safe point to work at. Beyond that 
the gain is more apparent than real. Superheated, or dry steam, at this 
temperature, is productive of several advantages. Less water is needed, 
and, consequently, smaller boilers. With less requisition for boiler surface, 
space is economised and fuel saved; but whether the principle has not 
been carried too far in the Mooltan—that is to say, tthether too much re= 
liance has been placed on the high pressure gained by dried steam, and 
in the discarding of volume—remains to be proved by further and more 
practical experience. As a mail packet destined to move through the 
water at high speed, we ie to the opinion that she will prove a failure. 
‘The principle, we conceive, has been carried too far in this instance. If 
she fail in speed, however, this may not be altogether attributable to the 
tmaliness of her boilers, for the forsa and pitch of the screw, the lengt of 
stroke of the piston, the lines, and draught of water, may each have a 
place in the consideration of her retardation, or in the miscalculated 
velocity. But should she answer the expectation formed by the co m- 
paay, then a success will be achieved which will have an appreciabi 
fluence upon the interests of steam navigation.— Steam Shipping Journal,

Lord Elgin bas remerked, in one of his latest speeches, that between two 
nations so industrious and so commercial as Great Britain and China, It 
is impossible to set limits to the amount of trade that is likely “ to grow 
up; and referring to the triumphant close of his own Iabours. this 
eminent diplomatist stated, on the same occasion, “ that the great task of 
construction—the task of bringing China, with its extensive territory, its 
fertile soil, and its industrious population, as an active and useful member 
into the community of nations, and making it a fellow labourer with our- 
selves, in diffusing over the world happiness and well-being, is one that yet 
remains to be accomplished.” 

Whilst sedulously endeavouring to act up to the spirit of Lord Elgin’s 
well-timed address, it will be the object of this Company to bring the 
Piivilege of free intercourse with every part of the Chinese empire into 
immediate operation, and to put in practice all our treaty rights, for it 
has been well observed by The Times, that “The prospects of future 
peace with China are very much in proportion to the activity now dis- 
played in gathering the fruits of war.” 


‘The Bank of England rate was raised on the 16th to six per 
cent., and but for timely intelligence of the advance in the rate 
of exchange at New York from 104 to 1064, the rate would pro- 
bably have been again raised. The public funds have been 
fully maintained, aud Consols have continued to range at 914 to 
92. The demand for money has been rather pressing, but during 
the past few days it has subsided, and good bills at long dates 
hhave been done at six per cent. 

‘Tho privateers now equipping inthe Southern States of America, 
are likely to place in jeopardy the vessels bound from India and 
China to the Northern ports of New York and Boston. Ha 
Great Britain earlier consented to the doctrine that “neutral flags 
make free cargoes, vessels under the English flag would now reap 
the benefit of the carrying trade between these countries. As it 
is, English shipowners must be content to see it borne off by 
continental vessels. It was not until the Crimean war broke 
out that this policy was admitted, but no steps were 
taken to bind the United States to its provisions and deci- 
sions in all such cases, when brought to a legal tribunal, have 
always been based on the law and practice of English courts. 
The vessels now on the way from China comprise the Starr 
King, Snow Squall, Samuel Russell, Haze, Flying Scud, 
Sportsman, Onward, Comet, Lord Clarendon, Eliza and Ella. 
From Manila: Horizon, Sultan, Kit Carson, Storm King. From 
Singapore; Game Cock, Ferdinand and Louis. From Penang: 
Humboldt. 

The Economist on this subject has the following :— 


“ There can be no doubt that under the present law of America, both 
in the North and in the South, our ships may be at any moment stopped 
by a vessel of war of either of the now hostile Republics. America has 
01 various occasions contended in diplomacy for the principle that neu- 
tral ships should make neutral goods; but her courts of law have always 
recognised the reverse principle, America derived her jurisprudenc> 
from England, and in England until lately it was considered a matter of 
national dignity, an inherent clement in our sovereignty of the seas, to en- 
force the right of taking enemies’ goods in neutral ships. We fancied 
that we should generally be the belligerent Power and also the stronger 
belligerent power. We imagined that we should have the command of 
the seas, and tried to augment the recognised powers of that command 
both by the influence of our diplomacy and the decisions of our judges. 
It happens, moreover, that we shall be exposed to these privateers, and 
that other nations will not. America has ‘made express conventions with 
various States—with Russia, with Peru, and with others—to admit, as 
rere them, the Principle that the ‘neutral flag’ shall make ‘neutral 

Ina trial lately made of the comparative strength of Russian 
and Manila rope, it was proved that the former could only bear

‘The following notice of the growth of tea in India is from 
the Money Market Review :— 

“ The rise and progress of the Assam Tea Com ‘ilustrete in a re- 
markuble manner the benefits that would accrue to India if the Indian 
Government would encourage rather than impede investments in land. 
‘Tea has become to us as much a ‘as cotton. It is a proverb in 
Chins, that without tea the outer barbarians would die. ‘Years ago, when 
the fear arose that through some squabble with China our supply of tea 
would be cut off, it was discovered by the East India Com any that some 
portions of India were quite as capable of producing tea as China, 
if they were but cultivated. This discovery led the East India Company 
to establish a tea garden at Assam. Their efforts ended as is usual in 
such cases. In the year 1840 they made over their tea gardens to the 
‘Assam Company, and the result has been that, whereas in 1641, the first 
year after the Assam Company took possession, they sent 80,000 Ib. of 
tea to London, in the year 1860 their yielded no less than 880,000 Ib. 
and the crop of 1861 is estimated to produce but little under 1,000,000 Ib. 
Instead, therefore,“of tea-growing in Assam resulting in a miserable 
failure as it did under the paternal management of the East India 
Company, it has now become a great success under the judicious manage- 
ment of aprivate company. The success will be still greater should 
Company succeed in purchasing the fee simple of the land which they clear 
and cultivate. It iscapital that is wanted, and this is the best way to attract 
it, not from the home market, which is already sufficiently pressed upon, 
but from the hoards of the natives themselves. ‘They will buy land eagerly, 
if the opportunity be given them of obtaining it for their own, whilst. the 
most florid assurances from the financial department will fail to induce them 
to touch Government securities.'” 

The shareholders of the Isthmus of Suez Canal held their 
annual meeting a few days back at Paris. From the report 
presented by the Directors, it appeared that the sum disbursed 
in the year from the 30th April, 1860, to 30th April, 1861, 
was 13,336,643 f, of which 10,830,671f, were for works, the 
rest for interest on shares, expenses of management, &c. 
What has been done under the head of works was represented 
to be this :— 

“The completion of the preparatory operations indispensable for as- 
suring the pasate ofthe lands eouen and the 0 isation of 
works; the digging of a canal about seventeen miles long for carrying 
the water of the Nile to the centre of the Isthmus; the construc- 
tion of storebouses, sheds, and houses covering a superficies of 6,000 
square metres; the purchasing of a mates for earthworks, 
ke.; the opening of the quarries of Mex, near Alexandria, for 
the extraction of materials destined for the construction of Port Said; 
the purchase of wood, iron, coal, lime, cement, provisions, &c., required in 
the works; the conveyance to the central point of the Isthmus of 13,800 
wheelbarrows, of machinery for sawing, and of more than 20,000 planks a 
the preparations for the works from e Timsah to the Mediterranean, ; 
length of 47 miles; and finally, the assembling of 8,000 workmen and the 
concentration of all that is necessary for executing the earthworks at the 
rate of 25,000 cubic metres per day.” 

The dollars by the Mexican steamer have been disposed of 
at 5944. per ounce, being the same price as that obtained for 
the previous large arrival at the beginning of last month. 

It appears that the irregularities in the service of the Galway 
American Steam Company have resulted in the withdrawal by 
the Government of the contract granted by Lord Derby's 
Cabinet to Mr. Lever, under which a subsidy of between £' 70,000 
and £80,000 per annum was payable to that undertaking 
Aftor the warnings already given to the Company the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer was bound to take this step. 

The annual meeting of the Provincial Bank of Ireland has 
been held, Sir Minto Farquhar, MLP., in the chair, when the re- 
port, announcing a distribution at the rate of ; 20 per cent. per 
annum, free of Income-tax, was adopted unanimously. 

A Parliamentary return shows the quantity of tea annually 
consumed in the United Kingdom. In 1801, when the aver- 
age price per 1b., inclusive of duty, was 4s. 24d., the quantity 
of tea consumed in the United Kingdom was 23,730,150 Ibs. 
and the amount of duty received thereon was £1,423,660. In 
1860 as much as 76,816,394 Ibs, was consumed, the average 
price per Ib, including duty, being 2s. 103d. The sverage 
quantity consumed by each individual of the population was 
2lb, 10 oz. in 1860, and 1b. 8 oz. in 1801. The average rate 
of duty per Ib. paid by the consumer was 1s, 24d. in 1801, 
and 1s, 5d, in 1860. . 

The annual meeting of the Ckartered* Mercantile Bank of 
Imdia, London, and China, took place on 2lst inst, when the 
report announcing dividends for the past year at the rate 
of 10 per cent., free of Income-tax, was unanimously agreed 
to. With reference to the comparatively unsatisfactory result 
of the operations of the last twelve months—the total profit 
of 1860 having been £51,274 against 674,660 in 1859—it 
was explained that tho diminution is attributable to the low 
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rates of interest in India and China, and a falling off in 
the exchange business. The Bank has also experienced 
serious disappointments, the principal being the large loas 
by bad debts, more than £21,000 having been 
written off on this account sgainst about £3,000 in the 
previous year. Extra charges have also been increased, in- 
cluding the cost of starting two new establishments at the 
Mauritius and Penang, to the amount of £8,000, and the busi- 
ness in China has suffered from the sickness of some of the 
principal officers. It was also mentioned that the cause of the 
bank not having subscribed to the Indian Famine Relief Fund 
here arises from their having already contributed in India, A 
proprietor having made some observations on the character of 
the management, it was replied that the Directors exercise a 
close supervision over the whole of the affairs of the establish- 
ment, and encourage the zeal of the officers in every way. It 
is not intended to declare a bonus until the present reserve of 
£50,000 shall have been raised to £100,000. 

The steamer alacca, with the first portion of the Electric 
Cable, to connect Malta with Alexandria, has arrived at Malta, 
but owing to the damaged state of the Afalacca, the laying of 
the cable would be delayed until her repairs were completed, 
The Rangoon, it is expected, will be ready to leave the Thames 
with the second portion about the 5th proximo. 

The amount of bullion by the Ceylon, from Southampton, in 
gold, is to Alexandria, £4,000; Ceylon, £2,000; Madras, 
£3,987, In silver, to Caloutta, £179,728 (£100,282 on 
Government account) ; Hong Kong, £17,619 ; Foo-chow-Foo,
